The money at command under 
your present appropriatien it seems to me sufficient 
todo more then has already been done by Dr. 
Teichman with seeming thuroughness. If sufficient 
fundscanbe made avalilabie to prosecute further 
work with thoroughness I shall be glad to co-operate 
with you to a final settiement of this vexed question.

To help the Mayor in arriving at the above 
conclusions he had five different maps of 
the riverand acomplete detailed analysis, 
allof which were earefully prepared in the 
City Chemist’s office, 

The only inference to de drawn from the 
above communication of the Mayor which he 
virtually confirmed inan interview, is that 
the report of the City OUOhemist 
shows nothing conclusive as to the source of 
contamination of the river water at the 
Chain of Rocks. The chemical conditions 
that prevall so far as ammogntla, the nitrites 
and nitrates ais concerned, are the same at 
the Chain of Rocks as at the mouth of the III 
nois River, while at intermediate points the 
contamination is less, and the water de- 
cidedly freer from these agents. 

Atieast this is what is shown by City 
Teichmann’s tabulated analysis 
and maps. The following is an extract from 
the tabulated statement of the analyses 
made by the Cicy Chemist:

Inthe city and province of Pernambuco 
even the military forces of the Government 
would be insufficient to check the outburst of 
an insurrection in favor of DeMello were it 
not for the presence here of the crufsers Nic- 
theroy and America. This is no theoretical 
statement and announcement Dased on ru- 
mor alone. The correspon ent has been in- 
formed from most trustworthy sources that 
if the Nictheroy and America and other Gov- 
ernment vessels leave Pernambuco a revolu- 
tion will surely follow, and the Government 
troops are not expected to be very severe in 
the measures which they will take towards 
suppressing sucha movement. It is openly 
asserted and generally believed that the Gov- 
ernor of Pernambuco and nearly all the most 
influential people of that city and province 
are at heart in favor of the movement 
against the so-called military dictator of 
Brazil, 

It is not the intention in these dispatches 
to in any way side with the Insurgents or with 
the Government, The correspondent has 
endeavored to be strictly impartial and to 
give the facts as they are clearly represented 
without being influenced by the biased re- 
ports of either side. Thus it is that the cor- 
respondent has delayed mailing this state- 
mentasto the spread of the movement in 
the north in favor of the insurgents until it 
was Clearly Gemonstrated that such was the 
case. 

The feeling in favor of the insurgents 
seems to growand gather strength on the 
ground that President Pelxoto has assumed 
the role ofa military dictator, and that he 
proposes to continue bayonet rule so long as 
he thinks fit, or, in other words, so long as 
it is necessary to employ the troops to keep 
him in power. 

The question of a monarchcial or republican 


form of government is rarely touched upon, 
and when it is the general sentiment is 
strongly in favorofthe maintenance of the 
ro publie and the upholding of the republii- 
can institutions. It is upon this ground that 
the insurgents claimto be fighting and it is 
upon this ground that they are gaining 
strength apparently slowiy but surely, not 
only inthe North, but according to reports 
which reach here, in the south as well. 

The Nictheroy and America are still de- 
layed at Pernambuco, and the correspond- 
ent has been informed that the real cause of 
dissatisfaction —— 1 the crews, especially 
those who reshipped for higher wages, is the 
fact that . are unable to obtain the money 
which they claimis due them.

It is not yet explained, however, what the 
French force was doing in a locality which 
was well within the British border and it is 
this point which is lable to lead to serious 
complications when coupled with the shoot- 
ing of the British officers and soldiers.

QUO WARRANTO PROCEEDINGS 


Begun by Atty.-Gen. Walker Against 
Bond Investment Companies. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 6.—Atty.-Gen. 
Walker to-day commenced quo warranto 
proceedings against the bond investment 
compantes of the State, asking that the char- 
ter of each be annulled. The three bond 
companies affected by these proceedings are 
the St. Louis Mutual Investment Co., the 
Pettis County Investment Co. of Sedalia and 
the Guarantee Investment Uo, of Nevada. 


These concerns were granted certificates of 
incorporation under the provisions of sub- 
division 11. sec. 2,771, art. 8, chap. 42, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1689, which provides for the 
incorPorotion of manufacturing and busi- 
ness companies. 

Secretary of State Lesueur refused to in- 
corporate the companies, but was overruled 
by the then Attorney-General. The Secre- 
tary of State has never receded from his first 
views in regard to theseecompanies. Gen. 
Walker in his petition claims that they were 
wrongfally incorporated and without any 
authority in law, andasks that all persons 
interested be enjoined from the issuing of 
bonds under the pretended authority of said 
companies; and, further, that the parties 
acting under such charter be ousted from 
authority and that the pretended corpora- 
tions be declared a nullity. 

This is the beginning of the end, and bond 
investment companies acting under Missourt 
charters will soon be things of the past. 
This, it is surmised, will be the result of 
these proceedings, and Secretary of State 
Lesueur will stand vindicated in his attitude 
toward these companies.

| MEETINGS HELD BY HIM IN ST. LOUIS 


TWENTY YEARS AGO.. 


Brought the Northern and Southern Min- 
isters Together— Conversions Made by 
Him— His Great Revivals in Spur- 
geon’s Big London Tabernacle—The 
Originator of Work Among the Chil- 
eren. 


Rev. E. Payson Hammond, the great evan- 
gelist, arrived here at 7 o’clock this morning 
from Hartford, Conn. He was mot at the 
depot by the members of the Reception Com- 
mittee and escorted to the residence of Mr. 
James Stuart, 4010 West Belle place, where 
the party were entertained at breakfast. 

Mr. Hammond was seen during the morn- 
ing by a Post-Disratca representative. He 
is a well-preserved man, middle-aged, mus- 
cular in dulld and magnetic in manner. 

et is twenty years since I held a revival in 
St. Louis, hesaid. ‘‘I only hope to be able 
to repeat the success I attainedthoen. A pe- 
culiar fact of my previous visit is that it was 
due almost entirely to a change of heart ex- 
perienced by a newspaper man who came to 
attend my meeting. I was holding a revival 
in Alton, andone of your morning papers 
sent a man up to get up a humorous article 
on the revival. I remember him as an En- 
glishman who wrote shorthand and was a 
clever sketcher. He sat through an experi- 
ence meeting,’ came back to town and told 
his editor the meeting could not be 
caricatured. He turned out a ~*nine- 
column special on the revival, and 
on the strength of the article I was 
invited to come to St. Louis, although I was 
on the pointof leaving for California. We 
had a wonderful meeting here, Ben De Bar 
offered me the Opera-house tree on Sunday 
nights. We had as many as 4,000 people 
packed in the house and nearly as many out- 
side. One incident I remember well was the 
conversion of Commodore Davidson, who 
owned a line of steamboats running between 
here and St. Paul. The result of his conver- 
sion was that he cut off the sale of liquors on 
his boats, the revenue from which was $13,000 


a year. 
DESORIBES HIS SERVICES. 


Ho do I conduct my revivals? Well, the 
methods ares hard to describe, but 
the plan is simple enough. 1 begin 


with a morning prayer-meeting, lasting an 
hour. I speak only fifteen minutes, read tha 
Scripturesand give out the hymns. Other 
ministers present give short addresses. 
When the service proper is over I invite all 
those who wish, to remain. The choir sings 
on, a person entering would not think ser- 
vice was going on, everyone is talking 
together, the ministers are moving among 
the en oe Suddenly I raise my hand 
and signal the choirto stop. lannounce 
that one of the congregation has experienced 
a change of heart and will give his experi- 
ence. Sometimes a thrilling story, of return 
to grace is told that arouses the congregation 
to intense enthusiasm. The morning meet- 
ing continues until the noon hour and often 
until 1 o’clock. 

“The afternoon meeting is for the children. 
We attain greater results with less labor 
among the children than the adults, and the 
results are more lasting. ‘ihe work among 
children is universaliy recognized as of the 
highest importance nowadays. I take some 
pride in the fact that I was an origi- 
nator of the movement. When I 
commenced my children’s meetings 
in Spurgeon’s Tabernacie in London 
the ministers said, What's this converting 
children? Nonsense!’ They speak differently 
now. At the close of my meeting they begged 
metostay. I said ‘No; you can do this work 
as well as I.’ 
tion called the Children’s Special Service 
Mission, that has wrought a great change 
among the youth in England. Ihave given 
my heart and soul to the work among chil- 
dren because I love it, and it means so much, 

After an afternoon with the children the 
evening service is for grown folks.

The meet- 
ings, he said, were held in David Nichol.- 
son’s Hall, De Bar's Opera-house, the Mer- 
cantile Library and Masonic Hall. They 
were crowded tothe doors and those who 
could not get in blocked the 
streets. When de came out and attempted to 
mount his big black horse on which he rode 
home from the meetings, the crowd would 
hold him foran hourto geta word from him 
or shake his hana. One remarkuble thing 
he did wasto get a big wagon from Jesse 
Arnot and hold an open air meeting on 
Green street, which was then the 
most disreputable portion of the city. 
A crowd of thugs gathered about 
the vehicle and were for mobbing him, bu 
he held his own. The women in the resortt 
opened their windows and listened. Then 
they joined in the singing. As a result of 
that meeting one unfortunate woman closed 
up her resort, several of her inmates became 
converted and she herself is to-day the 
matron of a charitabie home in the 
East. Perhaps the greatest result of his 
meeting here at that time was the reconcil- 
lation he effected between the Northern and 
Southern ministers. Sectional feeling was 
very bitter, and the local ministers on either 
side were not on speaking terms. On the day 
of his departure he had them all on the plat- 
form; he united them all; they shook hands 
andembraced, and sixty ministers and their 
wives. Northern and southern, alike, sat 
down at a farewell banquet given him. 

Mr. Hammond’s greatest work perhaps 
was accomplished in London where he 
preathed in Spurgeon's big tabernacle that 
holds 6,000 people, The Earl of Shaftesbury, 
who wasatthe head of the committee in 
charge of the revival, reported that during 
the seven months of the meeting there had 
been an average of 50) conversions a week.

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YOUTHFUL PRISONERS. 


The movement for the better care of 
youthful prisoners at the Four Courts, 
particularly young girls, is likely to result 
in a complete change of the present per- 
nicious system which makes criminals out 
of many innocent children. 

In Pennsylvania there is a humane 
statute which might well be adopted in 
Missouri. It provides that‘‘no child under 
restraint or correction, under 16 years of 
age, shall be placed in any apartment or 
cell of any prison or place of confinement 
orinany court-room during the trial of 
adults, or in any vehicle of transportation 
in company with adults charged with or 
convicted of crime.’’ It further provides 
that the trials of children acoused of crime 
or misdemeanor shall be heard at times 
separate and apart from the trial of other 
criminal cases, and a separate docket and 
record shall be kept. 

In St. Louis there is nothing but the good 
sense and humanity of the officials to de- 
pend upon for a reform. There is no 
doubt that they will do all they can, but 
much more might be accomplished by 
some such enactment as that quoted above. 
Not only in the bholdover, but in the 
court-room and the Black Maria,’’ are 
children, innocent and guilty, exposed to 
sights and sounds from which they should 
be most carefully shielded. Legislation of 
some kind, however, is needed before ade- 
quate protection can be assured. It is to 
be hoped that the reform will not be con- 
sidered complete until this is accom- 
plished.

I have 
been informed that there is about 200 sprink- 
ling Wagons in St. Louls. If the price will 
not be advanced because of the fact that we 
are compelled to use them, the sprinkler 
can be bought for $75. It will be worth $25 
to remove the old sprinkler and adjust the 
new one, There is $20,000 more that will be 
sent away for the good of st. Louls. Who 
pays for allthis fadism? Isit the manufac- 
turer in some other State? Is it 
the party that brings the $10,000 dere 
to corrupt our paid officers, as referred to in 
your paper of recent date, or eis it the bribe 
taker, if such there be, not at all the tax 
payers of St. Louls, among whom are the 
wagon makers who pay it and make it pos- 
sible for urphy and Wagenman to draw fat 
salaries? I have talked with several mea 
who have driven sprinkling wagons for 
years. They say that there are several 
sprinklers in st. Louisthat have been used 
for years thatcan do first-class work, that 
can be adjusted to sprinkle light or heavy. 
Most of these wagons were made here, one 
at least, of the devices, was made here and 
not patented, St, Louis is the best sprinkled 
city in the United States and she has 
achieved that distinction without her con- 
tractors being compelled to use any particu- 
lar patent. ‘they have always had tue best 
in the marketandif the new patents have 
merit and prove to be better than those now 
in use, they willbuy them.

Free Lodgings. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
Foxes have holes and birds of the air have nests, 
but the Son of Man hath not where to lay his head. 
On Christmas evening I visited the Police 
Station at Tower Grove, and as early as 8:30 
twenty-three men had been given lodging, 
eleven were putin one cell and twelve in 


another. These cells have an asphalt or 
cement floor, and are less than 910 feet 
square. 

They were kindly treated by the officers in 
charge, who, asking theirnames and occu- 
paticns, found among them fourteen labor- 
ers, one blacksmith, one cook, one wagon- 
maker, one coal miner, one wood engraver, 
one plumber and one painter. They all said 
they could read and write. They did not 
seem to be drinking men and the officers 
said they believed the men were worthy of 
being caredjfor and that they werejwhnat they 
represented themselves to be. 

Some time since lI wrote a fetter to 
paper advocating the establishing of a free 
lodging-house ora number of them. Since 
then a Writer in the Forum, signing himself 
A Saint, offered to secure a dullding for that 
purpose and made some suggestions that 
were practical and worthy of consideratioa, 

The plan to establish a free lodging house 
has been met with the argument that there 
would bea number of professional tramps 
who would take advantage of it. No, I think 
not, if underjthe supervision of Chief Law 
rence Harrigan, What if a few did? Must 
good men suffer because a few who deserve 
no sympathy receive assistance? Again it is 
claimed that the sanitary laws would be vio- 
lated by the establishment ofa free lodging 
house. Not necessarily so. Those who claim 
this forget that it is dangerous to crowd 
twenty-three men into the smailspace re- 
ferred to above, forget that dow in the 
cheap lodging houses the sanitary 
reguiations are not the best, but that only 
for these houses (poor though the accommo- 
dations be) and for the kind acts of some of 
their owners there would be more suffering 
than there 18. 

On every corner down town one is accosted 
by some poor unfortunate or sf some pro- 
fessional beggar seeking a nickelor a dime 
to buy a night’s lodging. It is asking almost 
too much of a policeman to expect him to 
arrest these people when their only seeming 
offense is trying to find a shelter from the 
elements. 

A free lodging-house would stop this, be- 
cause there would be no excuse for these de- 
mands, and it would protect the worthy who 
are unfortunate. 

It cannot be disputed that there is an army 
of able-bodied, good men in our great city 
who are unable to secure work enough to 
pay fora night’s lodging. Something ought 
to be done to provideashelter for these 


men. 

I trust thatthe charitable organizations 
that are doing so much for the poor of our 
great city will take hold of this matter. 


Oh, friends and brothers, gliding flows the years, 
Humanity is ealllng each and all 
In tender accents, born of grief and tears! 
I pray you, listen tothe thrilling call. 
Yoa cannot, in your cold and séliish pride, 
Pass guliiticssly by on the other side.

Tothe Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The last report of the Comptroller of this 
city should be in the hands of every voter. 
Even a superficial perusal will convince the 
uninitiated that those who receive the most 
benefit from the city government, dy means 


best known to themselves, escape paying 
their just share of the publicexpenses. In 
license taxes the cigy collected $1,338,415.68; 
dramshops paid, , 382.64; merchants, $173,- 
824.386; manufacturers, $134,630.35; dogs were 
dear at $7,711.50, and banks, brokers and 
financial agents were let down easy with 
55.60% to their credit. The street railroads 
paid $17,508.28 on rolling stock, improve- 
ments, machinery, etc. 

The rate of taxation for city purposes for 
the year 18920n the $100 valuation was $1 
and it seems somewhat singular that railroad 
property which cannot be duplicated for less 
than $5,000,000 should pay such a paltry sum. 
There must be a leak somewbere. 

As a matter of justice the prodacts of labor 
should not be taxed at all, because the tax is 
added to the prices of such products, bat as 
long as the present laws are on our statute 
books they should be rigidly enforced with- 
out fear and favor. But while assessors may 
make mistakes, commit perjury by violating 
their oaths of office, show favoritism or be 
open to conviction on the part of those in 
the push, they are angels compared with 
some of the individuals who were delegated 
to watch over the city’s interosts.

Being in Prison. 


BOUND OVER FOR THE GRAND-JURY 
BY "SQUIRE BELLEVILLE. 


Clayton's Girl Prisoner Tells How She 
Came to Steal $65 From Mrs. Dennis 
—An Unknown Girl Got Her to Steal 
the Money and Helped Her to Spend 
It. 


Bessie Young, the pretty 12-year-old child 
who has been in gail at Clayton fora week, 
was taken to Florissant yesterday afternoon 
and this morning given a preliminary bear- 
ing before Squire Belleville. She pleaded 
guilty tothe charge of stealing $65, and was 
bound over to await the action of the County 
January Grand-jury. 

Bess is a most peculiar type of the 
female prisoner. She is bright, win- 
some, talkative, and possesses many 
features that make her attractive, still she 
appears to be utterly destitute of all moral 
sense. She admits taking the money, but 
does not seem to mind the consequences to 
her of her theft, She has never cried over 
her imprisonment, but, on the contrary, 
seems to like her recent adventure. She 
Smiles and talks pleasantly with the jail 
guards and visitors and does not even say 
she is sorry for what she dia. 

„Bess“ lived with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Young, on the Columbia Bot- 
tom road, up beyond Baden. Near by lived 
a Mts. Dennis. Some months ago Bess went 
to work for her, and a few weeks ago she 
left, taking the money just previous to her 
departure. Her explanation of her motives 
is peculiar. 

THE MYSTERIOUS GIRL. 

**About two weeks ago, she said to a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter, I was down in 
Baden right where that little bob-taii car 
stops. Some man was getting arrested by a 
policeman, and a big crowd came up to learn 
what was the matter. I went over to see, 
and a girl came and stood nextto me. she 
was a girl about 18, with dark hair and dark 
eyes and a biue dress tied in the back with a 
string and loose in front. She asked me 
what my name was and I told her. I asked 
her hers and she said it was 
Emma Dunson. She asked me where I lived 
and 1 told her I was working for Mrs. Dennis. 
I asked her where she lived and she said she 
wouldn’t tell me, and said she wouldn't 
work for anybody as poor as Mrs. Dennis. 
‘Oh,’ said I, Mrs. Dennis ain't poor. she's 
got a whole lot o“ money.’ ‘Sure?’ said she. 
‘How do you know?’ ‘How do I know?’

She wouldn’t say who she 
was or where she lived at all. When 
I asked her where she lived she said it 
wouldn’t do any good to tell me, as her 
mamma didn’t let any little girls come there 
to play with her. Ah, she was pretty cute. 


CAUGHT STEALING. 
hen all my money was gone she told me 
to go back and get some more. I went back 
Sunday, and, thinking nobody was looking, 
I went to the drawer and had just taken $4 


when Mrs. Dennis caught me. I gave her 
the §4 back and then she had me ar- 
rested and bad my papa arrested, too. 
They had no right to arrest him, though. 
He had 1 < to do with it. 
He only got 83. gave him that once, and 
told him I found the bill.“ 

Young, pere, is still in the county jail. Bess 
will probably be brought back there to- 
night. She formsa striking contrast to the 
other boarders there, as she is a small child 
with @ smiling face, large eyes, pretty teeth, 
and dark brown hair that could be made 
real attractive by the hair dresser.

THE CORWIN 


Successtully Runs the Gauntlet of News- 
paper Men. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Jap. 6.—Up to a late 
hour last night it was stil impossible to get 
any facts of consequence from the Corwin, 
which arrived from Honolulu yesterday. The 
policy of secrecy all along adopted by Pres- 
ident Cleveland in regarc to Hawalian affairs 
was closely adhered to by Capt. Munger, com- 
manding the Government cutter. News- 
paper men and others mide desperate efforts 
to board the vessel and @tsome sort of an 
interview with any onecn board, but they 
were all kept at a distince. The Corwin 
took every precaution to prevent any of the 
officers or crew from leaking. 

Despite all care by Oapt. Munger, 
however, two statemeits of significance 
were gleaned. One wasthat ‘‘a big row had 
taken place at Honoluls,’’ according to one 
of the sallors; the other was that the Corwin 
left Honolulu the day efter Christmas, and 
that no conflict had teen precipitated be- 
tween Dec. 22 and the day of her saliing. 
@mShortly after the arrival of the cutter off 
San Franciscoa cipher lispatch containing 
1,400 words was rushed tothe city and tele- 
graphed to Secretary Gresham at Washing- 
ton, but noinkling of its contents could be 
gleaned. 

Later the Corwin steamed through Raccoon 
Straits up into San Fable Bay, ostensibly on 
her course to Mare Islan i navy yards. 

The newspaper men then took measures to 
intercept the vessel at he navy yard and 
make a last effort to talk with some member 
ofthe crew. In This, however, they were 
also disappointed, as the Corwin had evi 
dently anticipated such t move and had an- 
chored in some protecting bay for the night, 
as at a late hour she had not reached the 
Mare Island yards,
